BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES 


RETIRING MEMBERS OF THE FACULTY AND STAFF 


This Commencement we honor I1 members of our faculty and administrative staff who are retiring 
from formal teaching and administrative service to the Oberlin community: Eric J. Carpenter, 
Martha Collins, Nelson L. de Jesus, Linda T. Grimm, Robert A. Haslun, Ursula R. Haslun, Jiann 

I. Lin, Katherine Linehan, Robert Piron, James Leo Walsh, and James E. Zinser. Together, these 11 
individuals have devoted a remarkable total of 376 years of service to Oberlin, and we will miss them. 
It is an honor and a pleasure to thank each of them for the invaluable contributions they have made to 


this academic community. 


ERIC J. CARPENTER, COLLECTION DEVELOPMENT LIBRARIAN 


For 26 years, Eric J. Carpenter has served with distinction as Collection Development Librarian for 
the College's Main Library. The collection burgeoned during this time from 875,000 to 1.4 million 
cataloged volumes, and reflected the high priority he placed on supporting the College's curriculum, 
and meeting the needs of faculty and students. He leaves a legacy of carefully formulated guidelines 
and policies for collection development, and a system of liaison librarians to report on the needs and 
concerns of academic departments in the College. The library acquisitions budget, once seriously 
eroded, has been restored to a level comparable with Oberlin’s peer institutions; he maximized its 
buying power in his purchases of books, journals, and other materials. Although he witnessed an 
incredible growth in electronic information resources, with access to over 25,000 journals in electronic 
format, more than 250 online databases, and a rapidly rising number of electronic books, managing 
the inflationary pressures of journal subscriptions and the overall allotment of the materials budget 
remained a challenge. The automation of acquisitions procedures and, in fact, all major library 
operations, brought sweeping changes to all aspects of technical services under his purview. In service 
to the College, he represented Oberlin and liberal arts colleges in general in OhioLINK, a statewide 
library and information network, and participated actively on regional and national levels of the 
Academic Library Association of Ohio and the Association of College and Research Libraries, where 
he was as the founder of and leading specialist in ACRL’s Western European Language Specialists 


discussion group. He was academic advisor to many Oberlin students, and served on numerous 
Library and College committees. 


MARTHA COLLINS, PAULINE DELANEY PROFESSOR OF CREATIVE WRITING 


Martha Collins retires after 10 years of outstanding service to Oberlin—a remarkable teacher 

by all accounts, a dedicated program director, and a highly productive poet and author. Students 
and colleagues have been unanimous in their testimony to her consummate skill in the classroom. 
her mastery of her art, her demanding standards and honest criticisms, as well as her unstinting 
availability to students, and her dedication to Supporting and encouraging their improvement as 
writers. Daunting numbers of advisees and Winter Term project sponsorships, organization of 
numerous Creative Writing workshops, long office hours and one-on-one conferences with students, 
all bear witness to her unfailing interest in her students, and her willingness to give of her time and 
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expertise beyond all expectations. Oberlin’s Creative Writing Program grew immeasurably under | 
her leadership; working with the Admissions Office she helped attract prospective students to the 
program, and her arts advocacy and imaginative planning produced new course offerings and program 
initiatives. As an editor of FIELD magazine and Oberlin College Press, her influence extended well 
beyond the classroom. An extraordinarily productive poet and translator with a growing national and 
international reputation, she brought much acclaim to Oberlin and its creative writing opportunities. 
Four collections of poems, two books of co-translations from the Vietnamese, a recent chapbook of 
poems, and an edited collection of essays on the poet Louise Bogan are among her publications, as well 
as numerous reviews, essays, and poems in noteworthy textbooks, anthologies, and journals. Her most 
recent book-length poem Blue Front (2006) received the coveted Anisfeld-Wolf Award for fiction and 
excerpts from it won the 2005 Laurence Goldstein Poetry Prize. 


NELSON L. DE JESUS, PROFESSOR OF FRENCH 


Nelson L. de Jesus has been a distinguished member of the Oberlin faculty for 38 years. As a teacher 
of French on every level from beginning language courses through advanced literature classes, 

he was remarkable for his unflagging enthusiasm, his expertise with recent as well as traditional 
modern foreign language pedagogy, and his unwavering commitment, both in and out of class, to 
the continuing progress of each student. His wide-ranging interests, reading, and research, and 

his command of the most important issues in French literature and criticism were reflected in his 
Freshman/Sophomore Colloquia, upper level courses, literature surveys, and private readings. He 
maintained a strong commitment to the apprentice teacher-training program he began in the 1980s. 
Though it was designed to mentor students considering teaching careers, his highly successful 
sessions proved equally inspiring to colleagues. His knowledge of educational technology (he was 
Project Director for the Mellon-funded Foreign Language Technology Project for the Five Colleges 
of Ohio for seven years) resulted in collaborative efforts with colleagues, both on and off campus, 
and across disciplines. A conscientious and popular advisor, he was generous with his time and wise 
counsel, especially regarding study away and post-graduate opportunities like Shansi and Watson 
Fellowships and Fulbright French Teaching Assistantships. His service to the College and his 
department was nothing short of extraordinary; time and again he was elected to the Colleges most 
important governing committees and selected as chair of a significant number of other committees 
and of his department, all testimony to his colleagues’ esteem for his strong leadership skills, his 
diplomacy, and his trustworthiness. 


LINDA T. GRIMM, ASSOCIATE PROFESSOR OF ANTHROPOLOGY 


Throughout her 35 years at Oberlin, Linda T. Grimm provided her students with exceptional training 
in the tools of her discipline: research use of innovative techniques and information technology; in 
depth training in locating and evaluating hard-to-find data sources, and primary resource materials; 
demanding expectations in writing proficiency; exposure to less commonly used information 
sources, such as the Oberlin College Archives, Oberlin's ethnographic collections, ethnographic 

and archaeological collections at the Cleveland Museum of Natural History, and her own research 
projects. She placed a high priority on offering critical pre-professional training in the field, 
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particularly for students planning graduate work in archaeological studies, and supervised various 
summer field schools, sponsored by Oberlin as well as other institutions. The 2002 symposium, 
Closing the Circle was a singular highlight in her Oberlin career and she utilized significant student 
input in its planning and execution. It culminated in the repatriation of a Nez Perce twined bag lost in 
the College’s ethnographic collections for over 100 years. The return of this item to its rightful owners, 
a moral imperative for her, generated much favorable publicity for the College, and established a 
positive relationship between the Nez Perce and Oberlin. Her other ongoing scholarly projects based 
on fieldwork at prehistoric shell midden sites on Puget Sound, and her long-standing research on 
upper Paleolithic flint blade technology in southwestern France attracted student collaborators. An 
effective and dedicated advisor, students regularly sought her counsel, and she was a major factor 

in influencing many of them to pursue graduate degrees and careers in archaeology. She was also a 
gifted mentor to numbers of younger faculty colleagues who hold her in high esteem. 


ROBERT A. HASLUN, SECRETARY OF THE COLLEGE 


Robert Haslun, Oberlin Class of 1967, has devoted 35 years of service to Oberlin College, 3 years 

as Assistant Director of College Relations, 3 years as Assistant to the President under Emil 
Danenberg, and 29 years as Secretary of the College. His knowledge of the College community and 
familiarity with how to get things accomplished, both through normal channels and behind the 
scenes, transformed a faltering office into a trusted arm of the administration with a reputation for 

its seamless operation. His minutes for all meetings of the Board of Trustees, the College of Arts and 
Sciences Faculty, the Conservatory of Music Faculty, and the General Faculty are the definitive record 
of appointments, retirements, leaves, and all policy decisions. As convener of the Professional Conduct 
Review Committee and the Mediation Committee he handled some of the College's most sensitive 
personnel issues. On the General Faculty Nominations Committee he played a key role in setting up 
the various General Faculty Committees. He provided support for the Honorary Degrees Committee's 
selection of degree recipients and managed all of the details for the awarding of those degrees, 
including the campus visit. He oversaw nearly 30 annual faculty and trustee elections, and chaired 

the College's United Way campaign for many years. His Commencement Planning Committee had 
oversight over the myriad events of Commencement and Reunion weekend, including the graduation 
exercises themselves. From arranging for alternate inclement weather locations for all outside events, 
to minutiae such as the chalking of sidewalks for the critical senior lineup, no detail was too great 

or too small for his attention, and the results were eloquent testimony to his skill. His institutional 
memory is legendary, colorful, and irreplaceable. 


URSULA R. HASLUN, MANAGER OF CONCERT PRODUCTIONS 


Ursula Haslun, Oberlin Class of 1975, has been Manager of Concert Production at the Conservatory 
of Music since 1976. For the first 15 years she operated out of the Conservatory main office. When the 
demands of concerts and recitals intensified, she formed her own office for handling arrangements for 
all Conservatory musical events. Hers is a detailed job, with oversight for scheduling all rehearsals, 
dress rehearsals, and performances in all Conservatory concert venues, coordinating arrangements 
with audio services for all recordings, formatting programs for printing services, moving instruments 
and equipment, tuning instruments, and much more. She brought to her position infinite energy 
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and patience, a knowledge of foreign languages, musical terminology and proof-reading skills, 

and a capacity for simultaneously coordinating many different events. When she took office. the 
Conservatory proudly boasted that it presented over 250 concerts a year; this year the total is over 
430. Concerts and recitals have proliferated from three or four a weekend, to a recent all time high 

of 29 events in one weekend. Many of her skills will continue to be utilized as co-producer with 

her husband of the College Light Opera Company, founded in 1969 as an outgrowth of the Oberlin 
College Gilbert & Sullivan Players. As an independent nonprofit educational theater, the company 
has presented summer stock musical theater to Cape Cod audiences continuously for the past 38 
years with a cast, crew, and pit orchestra selected from colleges and universities across the nation. As 
co-producers, they audition and hire some 80 participants annually, feed and house them, manage in- 
house costume and set design, handle box office and ticket operation, and performance management, a 
daunting task. 


JIANN I. LIN, EAST ASIAN SPECIALIST LIBRARIAN 


Jiann I. Lin retires after 38 years of service to the Oberlin College Library as its East Asian Specialist. 
Under his skilled stewardship, the collection grew from its initial limited compilation of mostly 
Chinese language materials housed in cramped quarters in Carnegie, to its present expanded size and 
scope of more than 26,000 volumes of Chinese, Japanese, and some Korean language materials. With 
thousands of well-considered purchases, imaginative use of designated funds, and numerous valuable 
gifts, Oberlin now boasts the largest collection of East Asian language books to be found at any liberal 
arts college in the country, and the second largest of its kind in Ohio. It offers support to and research 
opportunities for faculty and students in Oberlin’s renowned East Asian Studies Program, and bears 
the mark of his dedicated oversight and meticulous processing. Electronic information technology 

as well as changes in the international political climate transformed collection development of East 
Asian language materials during his tenure; the selection and processing of books and materials from 
People’s Republic of China, Taiwan, and Japan evolved into a much less arduous, automated effort, 
and the online cataloging system for materials requiring Asian language characters became a reality. 
In the last ten years, he embarked on a new career as a published translator. Two books of poetry, 
translations into English in collaboration with Emeritus Professor of English David Young, have made 
the complete poems of Yu Xuanji and selected poetry by Du Mu accessible to an English-speaking 
readership. Most recently, he translated into Chinese a monograph on the history of Imperial China, 
its foreign policy conceptions and methods. 


KATHERINE LINEHAN, PROFESSOR OF ENGLISH 


With Katherine Linehan’s retirement from the Oberlin faculty after 36 years of service, Oberlin loses 
an enormously dedicated and gifted teacher. Her classes and private readings were always in great 
demand. Students valued her meticulously organized, insightful, and engaging classes, her ability to 
blend close textual analysis and far-reaching critical thinking in her lectures and remarks, her skills 
in facilitating classroom discussions, and her dedication and generous availability to students seeking 
assistance. In addition to teaching students how to read texts, she excelled in guiding them in the art 
of writing, with the help of careful critiques, detailed feedback, and conferences on their work. As a 
scholar, she has published articles on the fiction of George Eliot and George Gissing. In recent years, 
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she has become a leading authority of national and international standing on Robert Louis Stevenson, 
and the acclaimed author of the Norton Critical Edition of his Strange Case of Dr. Jekyll and Mr. 
Hyde. This monumental high-profile volume represents the culmination of many years of research, 
and is a definitive, graduate-level teaching text. Her expertise extends further to include 19th century 
British fiction in general, feminist literary criticism of the novel, and children’s literature. Her service 
to the English Department and to the College was characterized by dedication, conscientiousness, 

and thoughtfulness, and she was widely respected throughout the College community. Long-Range 
Planning Committees, the London Program Committee, and the College Faculty Council were all 
beneficiaries of her high-energy, imaginative, and sensible contributions; elections and appointments 
repeatedly recognized her leadership and commitment to the College. 


ROBERT PIRON, PROFESSOR OF ECONOMICS 


Robert Piron retires after a remarkable 46 years on the Oberlin Faculty. His expertise in 
microeconomic theory, experimental economics, the history of economic thought, welfare theory and 
public choice economics provided key courses for economics majors; his reputation as a demanding 
teacher with high expectations brought consistently high class enrollments, and he was an effective 
and dedicated advisor. His blunt manner and sharp wit alternately intimidated, amused, and inspired. 
Course development in his department benefited from his extensive integration into the curriculum of 
new educational technology and advanced laboratory exercises. Many of his recent research projects 
involved collaboration with current and past faculty and students and were published in leading peer- 
reviewed journals. One such project, utilizing game theoretic analysis for problem solving, resulted 

in a co-authored article, noteworthy for its accessibility to teachers and students alike and for its 
publication in a refereed journal with a wide readership among teachers of applied mathematics. His 
informed and discriminating love of music qualified him to serve ably for many years on the College 
Music Major Committee, and for most of his Oberlin tenure, he was known as a gifted tennis teacher 
and coach, generously volunteering in both capacities with Oberlin Varsity Tennis teams. Outside the 
classroom, he had extensive experience as an economic consultant and expert witness in certain legal 
cases. Described by some as delectably cantankerous, to those who knew him well he was warm of 
heart and generous of spirit. Incapable of prevarication, he played a singular role among his colleagues 
as a fierce guardian of faculty governance and a supporter of faculty leadership. 


JAMES LEO WALSH, PROFESSOR OF SOCIOLOGY 


For 41 years, James Leo Walsh has been a distinguished member of the Oberlin faculty. Widely 
recognized by colleagues and students as a charismatic, demanding, and dedicated teacher, he 
attracted capacity enrollments to his classes, both introductory level and advanced, even to those 

that convened at 8:00 a.m. He introduced numerous new courses to the department's curriculum 

in line with his interests in the Sociology of Law, Deviant Behavior, Sociology of the Police, 
Criminology, and Delinquency. He also placed a high priority on raising information literacy and 
research and writing skills in his classes, tapping the services of the Library's reference department 
for individualized instruction and research guides, and requiring multiple drafts of research papers, 
with resounding success. His effectiveness as a teacher attracted many students to the Sociology 
Department and the major, and large numbers of Winter Term project sponsorships and advisees to his 
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office, including many who sought his counsel informally. Mid-career, he obtained a law degree, which 
enhanced his areas of specialization and his credibility advising students considering legal careers. 
His research projects on domestic violence and prosecutorial behavior, his position as Oberlin City 
Prosecutor, and his active presence on commissions and boards in the town and the county made him 
an important link between the town of Oberlin and the College, and provided connections for many a 
student seeking summer internships. In his unofficial role as faculty ambassador and recruiter for the 
Admissions Office, both on campus and off, his service to the College was noteworthy. An engaging 
speaker, he has always been much in demand at the local City Club, Rotary Club, and Oberlin Forum, 
as well as at recent alumni weekend and reunion events. 


JAMES E. ZINSER, PROFESSOR OF ECONOMICS 


James E. Zinser has been a distinguished member of the Oberlin faculty for 40 years. Known for 

his enthusiasm and accessibility, he was an extremely popular teacher, whose classes were always 
heavily enrolled, the favorite choice of non-majors as well as majors. He was also much in demand as 
an advisor to students both in and outside his department. His course offerings reflected the breadth 
of his scholarly interests: economic development, especially in Latin American countries, industrial 
organization, antitrust economics, government regulation and public policy, and law and economics. 
Active as a legal consultant and expert witness, he is one of the foremost forensic economists in 

Ohio; his study of the Social Security System's inflation and wage growth forecasts is widely used in 
evaluating economic damage assessments. He has a long record of service on two of the College's most 
important and time-consuming committees: 12 challenging years on the College Benefits Committee 
(chair for 11), and 8 years on the General Faculty Planning Committee. He has also been a member 

of the Latin American Studies Program Committee for 26 years, the Trustee Investment Committee 
for 13 years, and a Shansi Memorial Foundation Board member for 20 years (Treasurer for 17). One 

of his most lasting contributions to the Oberlin community, and the College in particular, is the 

role he played as champion of the Allen Memorial Hospital. As a key member for many years of the 
Allen Hospital Foundation's Executive Committee and of its parent organization, Community Health 
Partners, and of the Investment Committee of the umbrella organization, Catholic Health Partners, 
he has helped to ensure during trying times the continuing financial health of Lorain County s 
hospital systems. 
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CANDIDATES FOR THE ALUMNI MEDAL 


MARGARET SAHS ERIKSON, AB ‘62 


Margaret Sahs Erikson ‘62 became assistant director of Residential Life and Services and the 
College’s judicial coordinator in 1982 and a director in the Alumni Office in 1989. In addition to 
assisting in planning and implementing activities for Commencement/Reunion Weekend, and Alumni 
Council Weekend, Erikson coordinated special interest group reunions and served as staff liaison 

to the Alumni Association Awards Committee and the John W. Heisman Club. She also organized 
special events involving alumni, such as the 2003 “Conference on Law and Social Change in the 21st 


Century. 


At Oberlin, Erikson was an active member of Oberlin’s Administrative and Professional Staff, serving 
15 years on the A&PS Grievance Committee—7 as chair, and 13 on the A&PS Council. After retiring 
from the College in 2005, she continued her service to Oberlin as a volunteer with the Heisman Club 
Hall of Fame Committee, and recently became an at-large member on the Club's Executive Committee, 
where she helped undertake an extensive update and re-organization of the Clubs history. 


As a driving force in the Oberlin community, Erikson’s service includes membership on the Oberlin 
City Planning Commission, the Ohio Community Improvement Corporation, and the Oberlin City 
Design Review Board. An active member of the Friends of the Oberlin Public Library since 1991, she 
served as chair of the group's membership committee and the library’s semi-annual book sales. She 
recently expanded her community service to membership in the Oberlin Heritage Center. 


MYRON S. SZOLD, AB ‘56 


The late Myron Robert Szold ‘56, longtime Oberlin College trustee and a senior consultant with Talon 
Asset Management, Inc., is the recipient of a posthumous Alumni Medal for 2007. It is awarded to his 


widow, Pamela Crutchfield, in recognition of his outstanding and sustained service to the College and 
its extended community. 


Szold received a bachelor’s degree in economics from Oberlin, and was later offered a fellowship at 
Yale University, but chose enlistment in the U.S. Army instead. He served in Germany until 1959, 
when he joined the Lehman Brothers brokerage firm. In the early 1970s, he launched a New York 
investment firm and went on to become one of six founding partners of Harris Associates in 1976 and 
head of investor advice; he later was named president and chief executive officer. He retired in 1992 
and became a senior consultant with Talon Asset Management, Inc. in Chicago. In addition to his 
service to Oberlin, he was an active supporter of the arts. A sustaining fellow of the Art Institute of 


Chicago and a member of the Chicago Symphony Orchestra's finance committee, he also served on the 
board of Beloit College. 


Szold served on his Reunion Gift Committee before joining the Oberlin College Board of Trustees 
in 1994. To it he brought his experience and insights as a philanthropist and founding partner of the 
investment firm Harris Associates and service on the Board Investment Committee from January 
1997 until his death in 2005. He also served on the Budget & Finance, Executive and Nominations 
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of Trustees committees. On the board, he also brought together people of different skills and widely 
different personalities to spark ideas and debate. “He conveyed his deep respect for each of us, so that 
we, too, could be open and listen to the different views,” says Trustee Judith Plows '67. 


Despite the diagnosis of cancer in the early 1990s, Szold remained active as a volunteer. In honor of 
his 40th reunion in 1996, he established the Szold Scholarship to provide assistance to students in 
the College of Arts and Sciences. In 1999, he committed $500,000 as an initial challenge gift for the 
construction of Oberlin’s Science Center. He also pledged to match every $4 given by a donor, plus an 
additional dollar up to a maximum of $125,000 for any one match. His innovative giving encouraged 
and inspired others to consider larger gifts—ultimately raising more than $4 million and making the 
Science Center possible.

BEY Pir REEP 


Beverly Reep is this year’s recipient of the Distinguished Service Award. Dr. Reep has more than 

25 years experience in education. She earned a BA degree in science education and an MA degree in 
school administration at Appalachian State University and went on to earn a PhD degree in education 
at Vanderbilt University. 


She began her career as a science and math teacher in the McDowell County Schools in Marion, North 
Carolina, her hometown. She then served three years as director of community schools and staff 
development followed by six years as an elementary school principal and superintendent of Westlake 
(Ohio) City Schools. 


Dr. Reep became superintendent of the Oberlin City Schools in 2001. Her five-year tenure included 
the passage of two school levies and the development of Oberlin’s all-day, every-day kindergarten 
program. She also raised the achievement levels at both Eastwood and Prospect schools, involved 
teachers in achievement-based and brain-based training, streamlined school operations, and tightened 


the hiring process. 


In January 2006, she left Oberlin to return to North Carolina, where she is now superintendent of Pitt 


County Schools.

HONORARY DEGREE RECIPIENTS 


WILLIAM E. COHN, BA '82, DOCTOR OF SCIENCE 


Dr. Cohn holds more than 40 patents for his medical innovations, including the Cohn Cardiac 
Stabilizer, which allows surgeons to operate on a beating heart—something long thought impossible. 
In 2000, he was named Distinguished Inventor of the Year by the Intellectual Property Owners’ 
Association, and he later appeared on the ABC television series Miracle Workers as part of a team of 
doctors helping real patients overcome life-threatening medical problems. 


He was a chemistry and biology major at Oberlin, where he also discovered performance art and 
indulged his passion for music by playing bass guitar in a rock band. In 1986, he earned his medical 
degree at Baylor College of Medicine, where he remained for general surgical and cardiothoracic 
surgical residency training. 


At the Texas Heart Institute, Dr. Cohn has a busy surgical practice and is part of the surgical heart 
failure team that specializes in implantation of mechanical pumps to support the failing heart and 
heart transplantation. 


Dr. Cohn has published extensively in peer reviewed journals, has authored seven textbook chapters, 
and serves on the editorial board of the Heart Surgery Forum, Innovations, and CTS Net. He serves as 
an ad hoc reviewer for several medical journals, including the Annals of Thoracic Surgery, the Journal 
of Thoracic and Cardiovascular Surgery, and Circulation. He also serves on the Board of Directors 

of the International Society of Minimally Invasive Cardiac Surgery and the 21st Century Cardiac 
Surgical Society. 


NANCY SCHROM DYE, DOCTOR OF HUMANITIES 


Nancy Schrom Dye is the fourth Oberlin College president in the institution's 174-year history to 
receive an honorary degree from the College. Dye was named Oberlin’s 13th president in 1994. She 
came to Oberlin from Vassar College where she was Dean of the Faculty and chief academic officer. 
She began her academic career at the University of Kentucky, where she became a Professor of History 
and an Associate Dean of the College of Arts and Sciences. 


President Dye graduated from Vassar in 1969. She earned her MA and PhD in history at the 
University of Wisconsin, Madison. As a historian of modern American history she has focused her 
research on the history of American women and American workers. She has authored two books, 

As Equals and As Sisters: Feminism, Trade Unionism, and the New York Women’s Trade Union 
League, and, with Noralee Frankel, Gender, Race, and Class in the Progressive Era. Her work as a 
historian has focused primarily upon the integration of analysis of gender and social class. She has 
also authored numerous articles, reviews, essays, and op-ed pieces that have appeared in the Journal 
of American History, Feminist Studies, Signs: Journal of Women in Culture and Society, the Journal 
of Social History, the Bulletin of the History of Medicine, the New York Times Book Review, the 
Washington Post Book World, the Christian Science Monitor, and other journals. 
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As Oberlin’s president she has led an ambitious and successful plan to improve the College's facilities 
for teaching science, including a $65 million science center. During her tenure, Oberlin has also 

built the Adam Joseph Lewis Environmental Studies Center, which serves as a campus laboratory for 
sustainability and as an international model for sustainable design. She has also led the successful 
effort to restore the Cass Gilbert building that houses the Allen Memorial Art Museum. 


President Dye led Oberlin’s $165 million capital campaign, which raised $175 million—the largest 
and most successful campaign in Oberlin’s history. She initiated and led a strategic planning process 
focused on developing an integrated programmatic and financial plan that will ensure Oberlin’s 
academic, artistic, and musical excellence and its financial sustainability in the years ahead. 


As president, Nancy Dye has worked to develop Oberlin’s unusually rich capacity for international 
education in both its College of Arts and Sciences and its Conservatory of Music. She has worked 

to increase significantly the number of international students at Oberlin and has been working to 
ensure that every student will have a meaningful international experience. In 2004, Nancy Dye 
became the first American college or university president in more than 25 years to visit Iran and meet 
with government and university officials, faculty, and students to discuss reestablishing educational 
exchanges between the two countries. Oberlin is collaborating with Search for Common Ground, an 
NGO based in Washington, D.C., to establish a musical exchange between Oberlin Conservatory 
students and Iranian music students at the University of Tehran. President Dye has also participated 
in public and cultural diplomacy initiatives in Jordan, China, and Central Asia. She accepted an 
honorary doctorate of letters from Tokyo's Obirin University in March 2005, which recognized her 
distinguished contributions to the promotion of liberal education and her leadership in promoting 
international exchange. 


Locally, President Dye has found many ways to reach out to the community of Oberlin, Ohio. Very 
early in her presidency, she established the Center for Service and Learning, which coordinates and 
promotes student service projects and civic engagement. During her tenure, she has been instrumental 
in saving the local hospital and in establishing a robust school-college partnership with the Oberlin 
City Schools. She initiated a program that enables graduates of Oberlin High School to attend Oberlin 
tuition-free. And she has successfully led an initiative to establish a new graduate program at Oberlin 
in teacher education. 


During her presidency, she has served on the boards of Pomona College, the American Council of 
Learned Societies, the International Research and Exchange Board (IREX), and the Association of 
American Colleges and Universities, whose board she has chaired. 


Nancy Dye is married to Dr. Griffith Dye, a clinical psychologist. Their two children, Molly and 
Michael, are grown. 


President Dye is retiring from the Oberlin presidency in June 2007. She plans to devote herself to 
international education and conflict resolution initiatives in south and central Asia. 
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CONNIE SCHULTZ, DOCTOR OF LETTERS 


Connie Schultz is an award-winning columnist with The Plain Dealer and recipient of the 2005 
Pulitzer Prize for distinguished commentary. In her citation from the Pulitzer board, Schultz was 
recognized for her “pungent columns that provided a voice for the underdog and underprivileged.” 


The recipient of many honors throughout her career, Schultz also received awards in 2005 from the 
Scripps-Howard Foundation and the National Headliners Program. In 2004 she won a James Batten 
Medal for a three-year body of work of stories and columns illuminating the struggles of underdogs 
and ordinary folks. The year before that, she was a Pulitzer Prize finalist in feature writing for her 
series, “The Burden of Innocence,” which chronicled the ordeal of Michael Green, who was imprisoned 
for 13 years for a rape he did not commit. The week after her series ran, the real rapist turned himself 
in after reading her stories. The series also garnered her the Robert F. Kennedy Award for Social 
Justice Reporting, the National Headliner Award’s Best of Show, and journalism awards from both 
Harvard and Columbia universities. 


Schultz previously won a National Headliner Award (third place) for commentary and was an 
American Society of Newspaper Editors finalist for commentary, which resulted in the publication 

of one of her essays, about a girl coming to terms with her homosexuality, in the book 2002 Best 
Newspaper Writing. She also has been named the best feature writer in the state by the Associated 
Press Society of Ohio and an American Association of Sunday and Feature Editors Award winner for 
best short feature. In 1998, she wrote “Losing Lisa,” a 26-part series chronicling a woman's battle with 
cancer, which was a runner-up for the Pulitzer Prize. 


Schultz grew up in Ashtabula, Ohio, and was the first in her family to go to college, earning a 
journalism degree at Kent State University in 1979. She was a stay-at-home mom, writing freelance 
articles until 1993 when she got her first full-time newspaper job at The Plain Dealer. She covered 
Geauga County and later was a general assignment reporter. Schultz moved to the paper’s features 
department in 1995 and became a full-time columnist in 2003. 


FREDERICK N. STEINER, BMUS ‘46, DOCTOR OF MUSIC 


Fred Steiner ‘43 is one of a handful of composers whose work permeates modern American culture 

to such an extent that his songs’ familiarity often overshadow his brilliant accomplishments. Since 
graduating from Oberlin’s Conservatory of Music with a bachelor’s degree in composition, Steiner 
has written and conducted music for radio, film, and television. including soundtracks for the original 
television series Star Trek and Twilight Zone and the film The Color Purple. 


Born in New York City in 1923, Steiner began studying of piano at age six, took up violoncello at 13, 
and graduated from high school at 16. He enrolled at Oberlin and studied composition with Normand 
Lockwood. Almost immediately after graduation, Steiner began arranging and composing for coast-to- 
coast radio broadcasts. In 1945 he became musical director of the weekly ABC radio program, The Is 
Your FBI. He moved to Hollywood in the late 1940s, where CBS television tapped him as a composer 
for nearly all of its live shows, and then for many television film programs. 
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Steiner stayed on with CBS for 11 years, moving to Mexico City in 1958, where he directed an 


independent recording company. Among other projects during this time, he composed and conducted 
scores for several Mexican government documentaries. 


In 1960, he returned to California and the booming entertainment industry. Through the mid-1990s, he 
generated a prolific catalog of work for such television shows as Andy Griffith, Blood Feud, Dynasty, 
Gunsmoke, Hawaii Five-O, Hogan's Heroes, Rawhide, Tiny Toons, and The Untouchables. Steiner also 
composed film scores for Time Limit, The Man from Del Rio, and Run for the Sun. In 1986, he was 
nominated for an Academy Award for his work on the much-honored film, The Color Purple. 


Steiner's compositions for the concert hall include a string quartet, woodwind quintet, Tower Music 
for Brass and Percussion, Pezzo Italiano (cello and piano), Five Pieces for String Trio, and Navy Log 
March (symphonic band). He has conducted symphony, chamber orchestra, and band concerts, and 
has recorded for the Entr'acte and Varese-Sarabande labels. 


In 1981, Steiner earned a doctorate in musicology at the University of Southern California. His 
articles on movie and television music have appeared in Film Music Quarterly, The Cue Sheet, and 
the Quarterly Journal of the Library of Congress. His essay on Bernard Herrmann’s music for Alfred 
Hitchcock's Psycho (Film Music Notebook, 1974) is the first known musicological analysis of a film 
score. Steiner has also lectured at colleges and universities across the country. In 1985, the University 
of Southern California School of Music appointed him a lecturer in film music history as well as an 
instructor in composition and orchestration. He is one of the founding members of the Film Music 
Society, serving on its board since its inception in 1982. 


Given the amount and variety of his musical contributions to American television and film production, 
it is likely that not a day goes by without Fred Steiner music being heard by audiences somewhere in 
the world.
